Gevernor Stoneman’s First Bien- 
mial Message.

A 
State appropriation for the purpose of in- 
creasing the display of the State at the 
New Orleans Exhibition, is strongly re- 
commended.

LEGISLATIVE PROCEEDINGS.

OUR SOUTH AMERICAN TRADE. 


Report and Recommendations of the 
South American Commission. 

New York, Jan. 8.—The Commission to 
the Central and South American States 
has presented its report to the President. 
It recites the manner in which it perform- 
ed its duties. In order to secure more 
intimate commercial relations between the 
United States and the several countries of 
Central and South America, the Commis- 
sion finds there must be, first, @ regular 
and direct steam communication: second, 
commercial treaties and reciprocal con- 


| cessions and tariff duties; third, simpli- 
fication and modification of customs reg- 


countries; fourth, increase and improve- 
ment of the Consular service; fifth, the 
establishment of American mercantile 
houses in Central and South America; 
sixth, more intimate knowledge among 

American manufacturers of the wants of 
the people of Central and South America; 
seventh, a system of baiiiny connéction 
and a common standard of value; eighth, 
more liberal credits by our merchants; 
ninth, introduction of the bonded ware- 
house system into those countries. With 
reference to the fourth proposition the 
commission says it has been urged with 
much force to recommend the establish- 
ment of a new executive department of 
the government similar to the Board of 
Trade of England, with a member of the 
Cabinet for a head to which shall be com- 
mitted the care and arrangement of our 
foreign commerce. In this department 
might be concentrated all powers of the 
government in watching, protecting, and 
promoting the commercial interests of the 
country in foreign markets, an agency 


under whose guidance and encouragement 


the great commerce of Great Britain has 
grown up. 


A Homestead Decision. 

San Francisco, Jan. 8.—The Land 
Office has rendered a decision in the case 
of Robert C. Swain, who claimed land he 
had settled on in San Luis Obispo county 
in 1870,and which was included in a 
grant made to the Atlantic and Pacific 
Railroad, which went into effect in 1872. 
The local Land Office decided in favor of 
the railroad company. The Washington. 
officials held that unsurveyed lands oc- 
cupied by homestead settlers at the time 
or before the rights of the company to 
the grant began are excepted from the 
ant. As Swain occupied the land in 
1870, and the grant went into effect in 
1872, the land he settled on is hence ex- 
cluded from the grant.

During the chilling, pouring days of 
the past. fortnight, the genial atmos- 
phere of Horticultural Hall was very 
generally sought; and the fruit from 
the Golden State simply astonished 
everybody; and all now make it a point
